On account of sickness, Miss Sanborn has been 
away considerably and her place has been filled by 
Miss Grace Sanborn. Also, during the absence of 
Mrs. Nowell for about two weeks, during the past 
term, the Grammar School was taught by Miss Mar- 
tha W. Sanborn, Miss Grace Sanborn still taking her 
place in the 1st.

ed to attend school for at least as much as half of the. 


time. We have no criticisms to make on the condi- 
tions of the schools during the year. On the whole 
it has been quite satisfactory; in some respects very 
much so, of course it would have been better for the 
Ist. Primary school if circumstances had been so that 
the same teacher could have been in charge all the 
time. It sometimes happens, as in the present in- 
stance, that the employment of a substitute teacher 
seems, on the whole, to be advisable; but, as a gener- 
al rule, it is not quite so well for the school, however 
excellent a teacher the substitute may be, and the 
necessity for it ought to be avoided if possible.
